Rev, J. L. Trumbull Addresses the Con-
vention of Baptists,

The ministerial conference of Oregon
Baptists, -which met In Portland this
week, atiracted general  attention,

HSpeaking of the Tuesday session, the

Dipcussing “The fcher in Evan-
geliatio Work.” Revi L. J. Trumbull of
Astorin pointad out the different meth-
ods that obtalned of conducting reyival
work, "1 want'to put mysell on record
nere,” he sald In beginning, “as having
no kind of sympathy with the preach«
Ing and living rellgion one month of
the year and then preaching higher
oriticlim, new theology, sendationallsm
or any other kind of {sm."

Rev. Mr. Trumbull sald in part;

“Finally, not a Hotle of the succeas of
the preacher in evangelistio work will
depend upon his abllity in interesting
ahd keeping his church actlively en-
guged in the work. When he has no
church to sustaln or clog his efforts he
niny go forth confidently, expeating
God to blesy the word and answer his
prayers for the conversion of sinmners,
but 1t 1s rarely If ever the cass that the
lost are  brought to nocept Christ
agalinst the influence of a cold, Indiffer-
ent, eritlcal church. Henoe, the vital
neoossity of arousing the church to a
sense of s responsibility and of ita
duty and privilege. Tt s when Zlon
traveleth—not merely the preacher—
chat ohildren are born Into the King-
dom.  Let the preacher proclaim that
ithe judgment of God, as well as the
love of Clod, begins at the house of the
Lord: that men and women are not
thelr own, but that they are bought
with a price, not with gold and sliver,
bt the preclous blood of Christ, and
thint ax suoh thelr services and their
prieyers are preclous before ‘God, and
thiat It 12 both thelr privilege and their
tuty to lahor with all tenderness and
tove for the salvation of the loal,
